George II of Greece and his gov ­ 
ernment mov ed to Crete. 
When 
Nazi p arachutists drop p ed on this 
'island a month later, they made 
a concerted attemp t to cap ture 
the king. 
Some of the p arachutists land­ 
ed no more than 800 yards from 
King George. 
Only by means of 
a desp erate escap e through the 
hills did he manage to get to the- 
seacoast and board a British de­ 
stroyer to Cairo, Egyp t. 
King George was born July 7, 
1890, at the royal v illa of Tatoi. 
He studied in England, receiv ed 
his training with the Prussian
